His contribu 
tions to the Now York Ledger charmed and In 
structed hundreds of thousands of the American 
people, who hold him in the highest estimation, 
both for the delight his labors afforded them, 
and lor tbe puiely disinterested motives which 
prompted bim — a devoted attachment to the 
Union, and love and veneration for the 'Father 
of hi* Country.' " 



C Tbe corruption of the Administration, says 
the Louisville Journal, la startling and revolting. 
What are we coming tot If the evidence given 
by some of the witnesses summoned before ihe 
Covode Investigating Committee be true, Mr. 
Buchanan's Administration, as the New York 
Sun declares, must be convicted of having stain 
ed Ihe character of our Government by a shame- 
less abuse of power and practices to which no 
other name can justly be applied than that of 
willful, premeditated corruption. It is ootori 
ous that appointments to office and all the Ad 
ministration patronage have been couterred only 
upon those who were supposed to be the most 
servile and sycophantic In their natures. None 
of the European despotisms require more abject 
submission to tbe will of the Central Authority 
than Mr. Buchanan's Administration has requir- 
ed from its appointees. 

But passing by the meaner in which the ap- 
pointing power has been used to fill tbe federal 
offices with tools and toadies, we find even more 
serious charges made against the Administra 
lion. Contracts, It is said, have been awarded 
improperly to favorites, and money has been 
used to influence vote* in Congress. The press, 
also, bas been tampered with, and venal jour- 
nals and venal editors have received the favor of 
tbe Administration, while those too honest and 
independent to praise, when censure was due, 
have been the objects of its bitterest hostility 

As an illustration of tbe means resorted to for 
the purpose of winaiug support and conciliating 
opponents, we may refer to the evidence, as re 
ported by Washington correspondents, giveu a 
few days ago before tbe Covode Committee by 
Mr. David Webster of Philadelphia. Mr. Web 
ster testified that in 1857 he bad a correspond 
ence with Attorney General Black, who desired 
to restore amicable relations between the Presi 
dent and J. W. Forney. Io an interview with 
tbe Attorney General, Mr. Webster was author- 
ized to propose to Mr. Font*! that if he would 
change bis policy and support the Administra 
tlon, be should have the printing o! the postoffice 
blank?; a job, tbe profits of which would, it was 
estimated, amount to $80,01".) for Mr. Buchanan's 
term. 

Mr. Webster made the proposition u > requested 
to Mr. r'orney, but alter a lull discussion ot the 
matter It was decided that a state of things had 
arisen which prevented any hearty reconciliation, 
and Mr. Webster then wrote to Mr. Black an 
nounciog Mr. Forney's declination. It mav be 
suspected that Mr. Foroey, having ooce been 
eggregriously deceived by bis "dear friend and 
patron," feared to trust bim any more. Had For 
uey swallowed the bait, it Is probable be would 
soon have discovered that he was tbe victim ot 
misplaced confidence. 

To have accepted that proposition would have 
placed Forney completely in the Administra 
lion's power, and be wisely concluded that it was 
safer Co keep out of its grasp. But what must 
we think of an Administration that, either to si 
lence tbe attack of the editor of a political news- 
paper, or to entrap bim into an arrangement 
which would enable it to control or crush him, 
could descend to make such a corrupt proposal? 
And what should be thought of a party that 
raises no voice of rebuke against such an Ad- 
ministration, but, on the contrary, encouargea it 
with tbe voice of praise ! 

The: anti dust cats on the New Yobs Cen 
tral — The Auburn Union gives a description of 
the "aoti dust cars," which are being construct 
ed for the Central Railroad, in the carshop of 
that village. Six have already been finished and 
five more will be ready for use by tbe first of 
June. The feature of these cars is the enclos- 
ure of the entire space below the body ot the 
carriage to within a few inches of the ground, 
with a wooden case. Not only the sides but tbe 
ends of tbe cars and the platform between them 
are thus enclosed, and a train of any number of 
cars is so connected that it constitutes, as it were 
one mammoth car. Another great advantage of 
tbis improvement is the certain preventive of 
those frequent accidents which occur from persons 
falling between the platforms, and being crushed 
beneath the train. It is impossible for one to get 
between the platform of these cars, and passen 
gers can walk from one car to another with the 
tame ease and safety as if walking through one 
of the can. It will be thus seen tba. by open 
ing tbe doors of the different cars, a current of 
air will be constantly passing through the train 
free from dust, pleasant and refreshing to tbe 
weary passeoger, entirely doing away with the 
most unpleasant features of traveling in the heat 
of summer

A Max Makes Two Hundred aJt* Kortv 
Thbee Horse Shoes in Kioht Hoiks - A few 
days ago we published nn account of two black 
smi.be, of Troy, New York, making horse shoes 
for tbe championship, which resulted in a man 
named Kennedy making 240 in ten hours. A 
correspondent to the Albany Journal, (rota Pies 
sis, Jefferson county, N. Y. thus throw? Ken 
uedy into the shade: 

"Our Village Blacksmith," Jos. H. Simptoii, 
a true son of Vulcan, having read the account, 
concluded that he could turn out more shoes in 
the tame time than Kennedv, tbe Troy champion 
Accordingly, on Saturday, May 12th, be made 
his trial, and turned out, in the short space of 
eight hours, (too hundred and forty three medium 
size horse shoes. Three-fourths of the iron used 
wat 1 by 3^ in., and one-fourth %bv \, in., using 
a hammer that weighed lbs. Mr. Simpson 
tbut beat the Trojan three shoes, and had two 
hours to spare. 

Mr. Simpson says that with suitable silted and 
good iron, he can turn out 300 horse shoes in ten 
hours. In the first hour he made 35, and in the 
eighth hour 36. During tbe time, bit shop was 
visited by many spectators, among whom were 
competent persons, examining the shoes at tbey 
fell thick, hot and fait from his anvil, and who 
pronouueed them a No. 1 . 



Military. — A company hat been formed In 
Chicago, Illinois, called the United States Zou 
ave Cadets, who drill according to tb* system ol 
tb* Zouave* in the French army. They have 
challenged any military company in the United 
States to drill against them for a prize. The 
challenge has been accepted by the "Law Grays," 
of the "Monumental" City, more commonly 
known as Baltimore, and tbe Zouaves intend go 
ing eastward in a few weeks, on a visit to Balti 
more, by tbe Invitation of the "Independent 
Grays" of that city. Tb* Zouave Cadets will 
visit Philadelphia, New York and many other 
eastern cities, after which they will come Wctt, 
Including in their route Cincinnati, Lexington,

Their drill* consequently embody many 
exercises of a much more gymnastic nature iban 
are to be found in the books — scaling walls over 
the inclined planes formed by the backs of their 
stooping comrades, and again by the sheer lift 
ing power of the left arm; fighting as skirmish 
ers from all positions a la Hardee; executing the 
dashing and daxxling bayonet exercise; and in 
point of fact, all the movements which science 
has invented to render the modern light infantry, 
men the most terrible of modern war like ma- 
chines. Tbe organisation was created by joint 
compact, the members agreeing not t* enter drink 
ing saloons of any description, or under any pre 
tence whatever, while clothed in the uniform of 
tbe corps; uot to atteod public masked balls in 
uniform, nor to use ungentlemanly language in 
tbe drill room, nor to act io any manner imag 
inable unbecoming gentlemen.

Tbe usual channel of the Licking at that point 
is quite narrow. There, of course, a bridge will 
be built. The road will thence be continued 
to the Ohio river, where a system of inclined 
planet will be constructed; the cart run directly 
on to a boat running in connection with the Ken- 
tucky Central and the Little Miami Roads; pas- 
sengers and freight to be transported across the 
river as It is don* on Eastern lines. This we 
give a* a mailer of conversation among gentle- 
men of character and respectability.

1. The ettentlnn of offlctrs of tbe Keulucky Stale 
Ouurd Is culled to that section of the .Mihury Law 
which makes it the duty of the luspector General to see 
that all officers shall qualify themselves for the duties ol 
their respective positions. A close and careful study 
of "Hardee's Rifie and Light Infantry Tactics," on the 
part of the officers and non commissioned office, a li the 
mi > preseut means of their acquiring a proper degree 
of theoretical instruction, anl preparing themselves for 
the summer encampments. Tne Tactict oan be pro* 
cured at most of thu book-stores in Louisville, at 913 50 
per dozon copies. Kvery company should provide ii* 
self with no* less than th t number. 

H. The following rules will be observed by command, 
ers in the Instruction of tbeir companiesaud other con*, 
mauds: 

a. The officers and noncommissioned officers will be 
assembled as frequently as possible for the purpose of 
discussing and reciting on the Tactics. They will also 
be thoroughly dulled, so that each may become quail- 
11e<l as an lnttructor in his appropriate command. 

b. Instruction, both theoretical and practical, will be 
given, accordiug to the division of lessons In the Tac- 
tics, as the readiest mode of attaining proficiency. 

c- Particular attention will be given to the following 
points of the instruction: 

I. Doubling and undoubllng then, both at a halt and 
In marching. 

2. In the double-quick step, with the proper cadence 
of 165 steps per minute. The step is apt to be too quick 
in tbe primary instructions. 

3. In the loading and tiring. Much time Is usuall} 
lost In dwelling too loug on those portions of the man* 
ual of arms which are intended as much for display c«

squad movements. Even after instruction has been 
completed in the manual, the squad and companins 
should be frequently drilled without arms.

As the Instruction 
progresses the sq'iade should be gradually enlarged, 
until Anally tbey shall all be formed into a companv . 

i. The Captain, or othor oonmudM's will habitually 
drill his compauy, and must fully quallfv himself to do 
bo. On all occasions of dutv the company, whatever 
may be \U strength, will be formed In two ranks; and 
In all flank marches the flies will habitually double as 
described in the Tactics, and will utidouble stgatn In re. 
facing to the front or to the rear. The custom which 
hie prevuiled to some extent of forming and drilling 
the company In a single rank, will not be tolerated.— 
The general principles of tbe Tactics must be rigidly 
adhered lo. 

6. The company drill will always be in quick or don. 
ble quick-t'me, and the instructor, after the movements 
have once been taught, should not p-iuse too long be- 
tween tbe different commands. He should pass rapidly 
from one movement to another, so as to attract the In* 
tereM and Insure tli ■ attention ot his men and avoid 
wearying them bf a *.lugri»b or monotonous drill. Ibis 
caution is especially appllcab.o io baiaUlon command- 
er*. 

7. The l'ght infantry movementi beirg of e*>pectsl 
Importance, company commanders will proceed to give 
thorough instmctlon In tbe drill forsktrmlohers. as soon 
as some degreo of proficiency b -.s been attained In the

For the purpose of readily assembling at any mo* 
•ient when trier** may be a call for th- lr services, there 
will b- a constant understand!, g of the particular ren* 
desvous of each squad and company, so that they can 
be brought together In the shortest time. In 'h** com- 
panies whose members ru-ide chiefly In the country, the 
i a plains will organise the squad* in *'[\e ghborboods," 
and appoii t frequent "neighborhood drills ■' Proper 
care and attention on tbe part of tntt-lUcent command- 
ers may make such meet ug» sources of Improvement 
and agreeable instructions.

ADJUTANT GENERAL'S ORDERS. 

A ojctaht General's Office, ( 

Fraukfort, April 1?, 1660. ) 

BY direction of the Governor of the Stale, the atten- 
tion of the proper civil officers la called to the fol- 
lowing provisions of the new Military Law, which re- 
lalo lo the enrollment of the whole body of Mie Militia, 
viz: 

ARTICLE It. 

"vi 1. I ho Knrotled Militia shall consist of all able- 
bodied while male persons between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-five years, who may be citizens or reaidenhi ol 
the State, except persons who have served not less than 
five jears in the army or navy of the United States, per- 
sons who may be active membeisof the Volunteer Mil- 
itia, and D — ope already exempt from mttilarv service 
by the laws of the United Stales ot of this Slate'. 

w $ 2* 11 shall be the duty of the assessor* to prepare 
a list annually of all persons liable lo be enrolled th- 
ing within the respective limits; and they shall annual- 
ly make oui a roll or list of alUuch names, aud place It, 
before the first day of June, in the hands of the clurk 
of thecAunty court of the county in which such persons 
live; and It shall be the duly of every euch clerk, im- 
mediately thereafter, to record aaid roll or list of names, 
in a book lo be provided for that purpoae, in the same 
manner as other books of record are provided; and 
sucb record ahall be deemed a auftkenl notification to 
all persons whoso names are thus recorded, that I bey 
have beeu enrolled in the Militia. 

"$ 4. That it shall be the du'y of tbe clerk of every 
couuly court to transmit to the Adjutant General of the 
Stale, prior lo Ibe first day of September in every year, 
an auuual return, stating the number of the Militia of 
such county that have been enrolled. 

**$ 5. 1 hut lor the services required by tbia act, of ibe 
aasessoraud county court clerk, thrre shall be allowed 
lo each of those officers the sum of one cent for each 
name returned by the assessor a d enrolled by the clerk 
G. All county clerks, assessors, aberitJ*, or other 
civil officers, upon whom are devolved tbe discharge oi 
specific duties unuer this act, who ahall neglecl or re* 
fuse to obey the provisions oi the law berelu specified, 
shall forfeit and pay not more than five hundred nor less 
than twenty dollars for each and every offense, to be 
recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction , for 
Ibe use of the Commonwealth. 

**$ 7. For the purpose of organizing tho Enrolled Mi* 
lilia, each county shall be considered a regimental dis- 
trict; and all existing military districts and offices there- 
in are hereby abolished. 

**$ 8. At the first auuual election held after Ibe pas- 
sage of this act. a Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel shall 
be elected bj the persons in each regimt-ulal district 
subject to enrollment, in the same manner, and at ibe 
same time aud places, and uuder the same lurms, that 
civil officers are chosen at said election; aud the result 
of tbe election for sucb Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel 
ahull be certified by the board of examiners to the Ad- 
jutant General of the State; aud In ihe event of a va- 
cancy occurring or existing in either of said offices, it 
ahall be filled in the same manneras Is above provided, 
at tbe next ensuing annual election; but the command- 
er-in-chief shall have authoi ity to orier a special elec- 
tion to fill such vacancy." 

The objects of the above section* of ibe taw aro, first- 
ly, to obtain a lull enrollment of the entire Miliiia oi 
the State, with a view ol enabling the Adjutant General 
to make a complete return to the general government, 
as a basis on which to draw our full quota of arms; and, 
secondly lo provide, by the election of proper officers 
in every county, for a complete organization of the En- 
rolled Militia mto companies, haitallions aud regiments 
The assessors will use every means to make ibeir lists 
as complete aa possible, aud the county clerks aro de 
sired to make their returns to my office as soon as prac- 
ticable after enrollment Tbe uctual number ot per- 
sons enrolled, and not the names, will be reported b) 
the count) clerks to my office. 

Section 2 of Article IV makes il the special duly ol 
the Adjutant General to see thai the ^offices of Colonel 
and Lieutenant Colonel in each regimental districlshall 
be constantly filled. 1 ' In obedience lo this Injunction. 
I iherefxre call the attention of the proper civil officers 
lo Section 8, Article II, herein quoted. A column will 
be opened in the poll hooka ai every place of voting in 
each county, at the next Augusi election, to record the 
votes for the offices of Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel 
for the regimental district; and the board of examiners 
are desired to report the result of such election as early 
as practicable. All persons in the county liable lo be 
enrolled, and no others, will be entitled lo vole for those 
officers. 

As soon as the Colonel Is commissioned, instructions 
will be given for bis guidance In organizing his regi- 
mental district.

Quaiter master General's Orders. 

Itu * kter master Geshral'b Office, i 
Frankfort, April 18, IbbO. { 

BY direction of tbe Goveruor of ibe Slate, 1 hereby 
call the attention oi the commandants of existing 
military, organized under the old law, to the following 
provisions of the new Military Luw,to-wit: 

*•$ 35. Within ninety days alter the passage of this 
act every existing military company which has been fur- 
nished wilh Mate arms shall couiorm to the require- 
ments of this act which relate to mustering new com- 
panies into tbe State Guard; but It shall not be an abso- 
lute requisite that such companies shall have the lull 
strength required for new companies, or that the mem- 
bers of such companies shall be eighteen years of age. 
The commanding officer under the present organization 
of such companies shall make out a stalenieul of all 
arms, equipments, and public property iu possession of 
the company and of it- members, and submit the same 
to the county Judge, who, if he deem it expedient, shall 
indorse on sa:d statement that It is with his sanction that 
said arms and equipments are held by said company; 
after which Indorsement the anus aud equipments so 
described shall be charged against such county in like 
muuuer as if they had been issued ns provided in cases 
of new companies mustered into the service under this 
act. The statement of arms, thus Indorsed, together 
wilh the commander's report of the strength of the com- 
pany,shull be transmitted to ihe inspector general, who 
shall cause the company lo be mustered into the State 
Guard, and Ihe election of officers to take place In the 
same manner as is provided for a new company. 

20. Should any existing company fail, within the 
required tlmo, to comply with the above prescribed con- 
ditions, it shall be considered as disbanded; and it shall 
t>e the duly of the county attorney, or the Common- 
wealth's attorney for the district In which such disband- 
ed company existed, ou the representation of any offi 
cer of ihe Active Miliiia, lo tuke the necessary legal 
steps to obtain ihe restitution of ihe Slate arms and oth- 
er property which had been issued for the uao of such 
company. 

"$27. After the expiration of ninety days from Ihe 
passage ol this act, no person who is not a member of 
the Active Militia, shall retain or have in his nosaession, 
at any time, arms or military equipments belonging to 
the Mate, unless they have been properly issued lo such 
person in pursuauce of law, and lie shall be permitted 
by proper authority lo retain the same in the discharge 
of a public duly; and no person, whether of the Active 
Miliiia or uot, shall use any public arms or equipments 
for his private use; under tbe penalty, in either of the 
above cases, of not less than five dollars for each offense, 
to be recovered before a Justice of the peace on infor- 
maiinn by the conuty attorney; or In Ihe case of a mem- 
ber of tho Active Militia, It maybe recovorcd by sen- 
tence of a court martial. 

**$ 28. No public arms or equipment-) of any kind 
shall hereafter be Issued to any person noimembers of 
tbe Active Militia, except in lime of war, lusurrectiou, 
or public danger so imminent that he commander in* 
chief shall consider (hat the public safety requires him 
to make the Issue." 

Disbanded companies to whom Slate arms have been 
issued since the year 1840, are hereby notified to return 
to the Arsenal all arms and equipments drawn by them 
by tho first day of July, 1H30, or their bonds will be put 
Into ihe hands of ibe proper civil officers for collection.
